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Police say they have no motive 

Drop-out student charged in woman's murder

Police on Monday could not offer 
any explanation for the senseless 
stabbing death of a 68-year-old 
babysitter early Saturday night in a 
Romulus townshouse apartment. 

Arraigned Monday in 34th District 
Court on first degree murder was 
David E. Parson, 18, whose family 
occupies an apartment behind the 
one in which the slaying occurred in 
the Oakbrook Apartments at 30573 
Redw ood Ln. 


Det. Frank Burton of the Wayne 
County Sheriff s Dept, could offer no 
motive for the slaying of Helen 
Filipkowski, who died minutes after 
multiple stab wounds were inflicted 
to her body 

Parson dropped out of classes 
from Romulus High after reaching 
the ninth grade. Although Parson 
Monday asked for an attorney, 
police reported he could not un- 
derstand why he was being locked 
up and appeared to be disoriented. 

According to the investigation 
carried out by Burton and Det. Ed 


Lindberg, Mrs. Filipkowski was 
babysitting two young children for 
her neighbor, Mrs. Kyoko (Kay) 
Leininger, who worked at a 
restaurant in Farmington Hills. 

Shortly after 7 p.m., Burton said 
Parson was admitted to the 
Leininger apartment by Mrs 
Filipowski after the youth had asked 
for •Kay”. 

According to information supplied 
by the oldest Leininger child, Jay, 6, 
Parson asked the babysitter to drive 
him to a store to get a check cashed. 

"From w'hat the boy told us, Mrs. 


Filipkowski appeared to be afraid of 
him (Parson) and offered to give 
$5,” said Burton. "But, Parson 
refused the offer.” 1 

The detective said Parson then 
asked for a glass of water and Mrs. 
Filipkowski said "okay”. During 
this discussion, she had been 
carrying on a telephone con- 
versation. After finishing with the 
call, she went into the kitchen where 
Parson was, he said 
The young Leininger, whom 
Burton said provided valuable 
assistance with his recollection of 


what happened, said at this point he 
heard "grandma” scream during an 
argument and ran into the kitchen 
"He toldus that the ‘old lady* had 
blood all over and on her hands and 
that Parson had blood on his hands 
also," reported Burton. 

Mrs Filipkowski then staggered 
to the front room, told Jay and his 
sister, 2, to go next door to ‘Jean’s 
house’ and collapsed on the sofa. By 
this time, Parson had left the 
apartment, Burton said. 

The detective said Jay w r ent next 
door to an apartment occupied by 


Gloria Main and said, "Pat’s big boy 
killed grandma." 

His mother ran over to the 
Leininger apartment, found Mrs. 
Filipkowski dead, and called the 
police, the detective said 

About an hour later, Parson’s 
mother, Patricia Parson, called 
police and turned her son in, said 
Burton. 

According to his mother, the 
accused slayer had left home early 
Saturday morning and had not 
returned until after Mrs.

DetRo proposed sludge plant- 
is it an asset or detriment?

A detriment or an asset? 

That is the question that will 
have to be answered during the 
coming year by both elected of- 
ficials, residents of Romulus and 
the courts in the case of DetRo 
Recovery Products. 

The Detroit company is seeking 
to build a sludge composting plant 
in the community that will tran- 
sform human and industrial sludge 
into commercial fertilizer The 
sludge comes into Detroit from 76 
smaller communities, including 
Romulus. 

Since DetRo first proposed its 
sewage sludge plant, a storm of 
controversy has swirled around its 
possible construction Scores of 
citizens showed up at council 
meetings to protest the plant, 
primarily because of anticipated 
bad odors and health hazards. 


But, some residents and city 
officials feel the plant could be a 
financial boon to the city. If the 
city can realizes yearly source of 
revenue from*' the venture, the 
incoming mopes w'ouldbe welcome 
in the spai^i? financial coffers of 
Romulus. / 

Opposition from the city’s 
Planning Commission subsequently 
prompted DetRo to file tw r o 
lawsuits against the community. 
The first is an appeal of the 
planning body’s ruling that M-l 
light industrial zoning on a 133-acre 
parcel of land wanted by DetRo 
southwest of Ecorse Road and the 
C & ° Railroad is not suitable fro 
the sludge compost operation A 
second suit seeks a judge’s ruling 
to have the city accept the com- 
pany^ preliminary site plan for a 
38 acir parcel of land immediately 
easlrf city hall. 

Me Planning Commission ruled 
tha M-‘2 heavy industrial zoning 


would be required for the larger 
site When DetRo presented its sit? 
plan approval request on the M-2 
zoned smaller site, the Planning 
Commission said it was rough and 
incomplete and that the city had no 
standards for sludge composting. 

Since then, a Wayne County 
Circuit Court judge ordered an 
adjournment of the case until Jan. 
9, at which time the city agreed to 
come up with new standards for 
sludge composting operations 
within its M-2 zoning. 

Several obstacles confront the 
eventual construction of such a 
plant: 

1) Some local members of a tour 
sponsored by DetRo to a smaller 
similar operation in Maryland are 
now against it because of the odors 
and other objectionable aspects of 
the operation; 

2) Approval must he obtained 
from local, county, state and 


acres of Van Buren Park for use as 
the site of such development, not for 
its actual construction 

Before any site can be used for a 
senior housing project, it must first 
be approved by the state agency 
through which the township or city 
hopes to secure federal funding to 
build it In recent years, several 
sites have been turned dow;n in Van 
Buren lor a variety of reasons, 
dampening hopes of area seniors for 
a home of their own 

Last month, another possibility 
came to light when Belleville Mayor 
Justin Emerson disclosed that a 
Hazlett realtor had expressed in 
lerest in renovating the old Bel vil 
Community Hospital for a senior 
citizen housing complex. 

.Also. Emerson said, the realtor 
cited the possibility of tearing down 
the old structure to make way for a 
new building 

When contacted, the realtor said 
he planned to discuss the project 
w ith a developer and hoped to have 
an architect come to inspect the old 
hospital. 

One thing is certain Area seniors 
in Van Buren, Sumpter and Huron 
township and Belleville want more 
housing lor themselves and, in most 
instances their spouses, and are 
urging their elected officials to get 
the ball rolling to build such units. 

How many such developments 
would be necessary to house area 
seniors seems to be unanswered at 
this time. Creation of an area-wide 
committee, including seniors in its 
complement, possibly could be 
appointed to review and study such 
needs 

Subsequent recommendations 
then could be made to the governing 
bodies of the various communities 
involved. 

The coming year of 1981 could 
very* well be the time that such 
needed projects get off the drawing 
boards and begin to take shape

sheriff’s patrol and investigation (P 
1 1 * div carter,?* 

iisMgtfto to provide contractual 
police protection services to 
Romulus. 

But. Lucas contends he has a legal 
obligation to provide not only those 
contractual services, also a con- 
stitutional mandate to provide but 
those on a non-contractual basis to 
unincorporated areas of the county. 

To that end, he has pledged to 
continue contractual police 
protection services to Romulus and 
has filed suit against the county 
board. 

Should he be forced to do so. Lucas 
said he will take deputies assigned to 
the Wayne County Jail and put them 
on patrol in Romulus 

l>egal experts speculate the case 
could drag on for two to three years 
in the courts Under the old contract 
with Romulus, which has been ex- 
tended while a new pact is being 
worked out, the sheriff is obligated 
to give a year’s notice.. 

Should he be forced to give that 
notice and terminate police 
protection to the community by his 
deputies. Romulus in turn wouid be 
put into the position of forming its 
own police force. 

( hi more than one occasion, M^yor 
William M Oakley has said flatly 
that Romulus could not establish 
such a police unit in less than a 
year’s time. Major obstacle to 
creating a new police department is 
where money would come from to 
pay for additional costs. 

Most city officials feel that it 
would cosl more for the city to 
operate its own police department 
than to contract with the county for 
the use of sheriff’s deputies and 
patrol cars. 

Without police protection. 
Romulus and its approximately 
25,000 inhabitants would be at the 
mercy of ever-spiraling crime 


Cable TV 


Pane / may 
ask for 
consultant 


A newly-appointed 13-member 
committee last night was scheduled 
to.ask Romulus City Council to hire 
a cable television consultant to aid 
it in drafting a cable TV ordinance 
and is selecting a company to build 
the local system. 

Slated to make the presentation 
were Supt. of Schools William 
Bedell. Pete Silveri. and Dennis 
Davidson, all members of the new 
committee. 

Treasurer Beverly McAnally, 
who serves as committee chair- 
man, said the consultant is needed 
because of the complexity of the 
cable TV field, recent Supreme 
Court ruling concerning local ac- 
cess channels, future consequences 
of cable TV installation now, and 
assistance in preparing an or- 
dinance that will protect the 
community’s interests. 

Also scheduled on last night’s 
agenda was receipt by council of a 
copy of the city’s editorial response 
to criticisms made recently by/ 0 f 
television newscaster Bill Bonds 
about the city’s contract with 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Dept. 

Bonds rapped Romulus for not 
paying its full contractual charges 
for police protection services 
provided by the sheriff and 
charging that the rest of the county 
was subsidizing those services. 

Copies of the city’s answer were 
sent to Bonds and other news 
media sources by Clerk Leonard J 
Folmar at the direction of council. 


Teachers ' reduce 
salary demands 


The union representing teachers 
in the Van Buren school district has 
reduced its salary demands in 
current contract talks, according to 
Supt Elvin Peets. 

Peets said the reduced wage 
increases were presented Dec 8 at 
the last session of the teachers 
union and school board with the 
state mediator

has come down on its salary 
demands " said the superintendent 

Dr Peets explained that the 
Wayne County MEA/NLA is now 
seeking a salary increase of a 
straight 13 percent for last school 
year and 13 percent, including cost 
of living allowance, for this school 


year and the next. 

Previously, the union had sought 
a 5-percent salary adjustment and 
cost of living allowance capped at 
13 percent for each of the years in 
the three-year pact it hopes to 
obtain , - 

The superintendent said the 
school board has held fast on its 
last salary offer of 4 percent for 
this and the last school year and 
5 percent for the next 

The two sides first met with the 
state mediator Oct. 22 after his 
assistance was requested by the 
school district Except for the 
latest concession in salary 
demands by the union, the gap in 
negotiations between the two sides 
has remained at a standstill

Trustee Mc- 
Cartney supported the nomination of 
Dr Judith Eaton, President of Clark 
Community College in Las Vegas 
In addition to its selection of the 
college's new president, the Board of 
Trustees also consented to meeting 
settlement demands made by ousted

Who'll win franchises? 


Cable TV remains 'The Question ' in area 


Among issues facing area com- 
munities in the coming year will be 
weighty decisions on which com- 
pany should build cable television 
systems for them 

Although Sumpter and Van Buren 
townships have chosen Comcast of 
Bala-Cymvyd, Pa as the company to 
construct the new entertainment 
medium for their areas, cable TV is 
bogged down in Huron Township and 
the cities of Belleville and Romulus. 

However, all is not calm in 
Sumpter, where a new incoming 
township board is making noises 
that it might rescind the previous 
board’s action in awarding a cable 
TV franchise to Comcast. 

Currently, the board and newly- 
appointed township attorney are 
studying the issue and the legality of 
rescinding earlier action by the old 
board 

Compounding the important 
decision of which cable TV firm to 
select is recent publicity surroun- 
ding questionable pressures and 
practices being employed by some 
companies seeking franchises whose 


yield to them over the years will 
amount to millions of dollars in 
revenue 

These tactics include using 
prominent former and current 
elected officials and townspeople to 
front for the companies in return for 
reported considerations ranging 
from money to part interest in local 
cable TV operations 

Some of the cable TV firms have 
delended such policies by saying 
that they are commonplace and are 
also being used by many of their 
competitors across the nation 


Since election of the new township 
hoard in Huron, nothing has been 
reported as developing on the cable 
TV issue Late last year, two 
hearings at which presentations 
were to he made by several cable TV 
companies were postponed 

Belleville and Romulus are being 
actively solicited by both Comcast 
and Omnicom of Plymouth Com- 
cast would like to include both 
communities in the system it will 
build for Sumpter and Van Buren. 
helping it to keep construction costs 


down and to offer subscribers lower 
monthly rates and extra services in 
an overall system 

Omnicom, a fledgling company 
owned by Capital Cities. Inc of 
Bloomfield Hills, owners of radio 
station WJR and the Oakland Press 
newspaper, is making a concerted 
effort to land franchises in Belleville 
and Romulus after losing out in 
Sumpter and Van Buren 

Some officials in the latter two 
townships are reported to be 


established a system in neighboring 
Plymouth 

Cable TV. with channel capability 
now reaching up to 55 channels for 
basic services and home movies and 
sports events on premium services, 
is spreading in popularity 
throughout the nation 

Its basic monthly rate of about $7-8 
lor basic services and a similar fee 
lor premium services is much 
cheaper than the approximately $25 
a month being charged for single 
channel systems employing a 
decoder to unscramble a signal for 


programs not telecast on regular 
channels. 

Many observers feel that once 
established in the Detroit 
metropolitan area, cable TV w ill put 
the decoded channel systems out of 
business in short order 

In addition, cable TV will offer 
subscribers an alert-type service for 
a monthly charge that will notify 
proper agencies in event of a house 
breakin. a medical emergency or a 
fire 

Officials in area communities are 
reporting more and more calls from 
residents asking w hen cable TV will 
he available If the cable TV issue is 
resolved in Sumpter soon, residents 
there and in Van Buren. according to 
Comcast's earlier predictions, could 
be enjoying the new medium by the 
end of this year 

Before 1981 gets too far along, 
elected officials in Belleville, 
Romulus and Huron most likely w ill 
begin to feel the pressure of con- 
stituents clamoring for them to 
make a decision on obtaining cable 
TV lor their communities.

Each time he saw- firemen at Fire 
Station No. 3 climb on their engines 
across from his party store in New 
Boston, Michael Bannoura felt part 
of himself go with them 

Wanting so much to be with them, 
at least in spirit, the Arab-American 
dreamed up a humanitarian project 
that enabled him to do just that. 

Bannoura, 35, placed a jar on the 
sales counter at his Mid-Sibley 
Party Store, Sibley and Middlebelt 
roads in New Boston. Everyone w r ho 
drank coffee at his store could 
contribute money that he in turn 
would turn over to the firemen 
across the street. 

Last year, according to Fire Chief 
Frank Marvaso. the $750 that 
Bannoura gave his station was 
enough to purchase a set of used 
pneumatic pants for victims suf- 
fering from shock. 

“The pneumatic pants are put on a 
person from the feet to the w r aist and 
helps drive the blood back to the 
vital parts of the body, thereby 
reducing the effects of shock,” 
explained the fire chief. 

This year, Bannoura would have 
had more than $1,200 to give to his 
firemen friends across the road, but 
this jar containing about $250 was 
stolen one night However, the ap- 
proximate $1,000 left enabled Fire 
Station No. 3 to buy an air bag 
rescue and lifting system that lifts 
heavy objects off persons rapidly 
and with little or no damage to them, 
said Marvaso 

The fire chief could not say enough 
about Bannoura and his generosity 
towards his fellow man in the Huron 
Township community 

“He’s a perfect gentleman, ’ 
declared Marvaso “I consider him 
my friend He has done more for the 
community than anyone I know “ 

Although Bannoura lives in 
Canton Township and commutes 
daily to his store, his heart is in the 
New f Boston-Huron Township 
community, said the fire chief 


“At Christmas time, he w'ent out 
and bought several turkeys and 
hams, things that his store didn’t 
handle, and gave them to needy 
families on his own,” said Marvaso. 

“He’s a wonderful person,” ex- 
claimed the fire chief. 

His words were echoed by Huron 
Township Sup. Richard F. Sullivan. 

“Mr. Bannoura watched the 
firemen answer calls with the 
emergency van at no charge and for 
no pay,” explained Sullivan. “He 
saw the good they were doing and he 
wanted to become a part of it.” y 

Sullivan explained that the 
volunteer firemen receive no pay for 
emergency calls, only for fire calls. 

“He saw their dedication and, 
being a compassionate and generous 
person, he thought up a way to help 
them and the community in which he 
made his living,” Sullivan said. 

That’s how' the jar on the counter 
in Bannoura’s party store got 
started and is continuing to raise 
funds for Fire Station No: 3. 
“Evervtime those firemen go out 
on a call, a part of Bannoura goes 
with them now,” the supervisor 
said. “Now, he feels that he is part of 
the w hole scene.” 

“The people of this community are 
really indebted to him because of his 
civic minded attitude,” emphasized 
Sullivan. 

Bannoura, who first came to this 
country in 1969. said his idea for a 
jar on the sales counter came to him 
as his way of helping the com- 
munity 

His birthplace in old Palestine is 
the same as that for the person who 
hundreds of millions of people the 
world over revere and worship — 
Bethlehem, where Jesus Christ 
reportedly was born in a manger 

Bannoura learned English in his 
native schools and earned a college 
degree in business administration 
from Bethlehem College After 
coming to the United States, he took 
post graduate courses in business 
administration at Michigan State 
University 


His wife, Delila, helps him at the 
store, the couple have three children 

— Amad, Riad and Nehad. 

Bannoura worked in the 

automobile plants in Pontiac for a 
year and a half when he first arrived 
in the U S. After that, he operated 
grocery stores in Union Lake and 
Romeo for about six years, followed 
by running a store in the Virgin 
Islands for another two years. 

He and his family moved to 
Canton in 1979 and he opened his 
party store in Huron in August of 
that year. 

Fire Chief Marvaso recalled when 
Bannoura first opened his doors and 
the apprehension of some of his 
friends toward the foreign born store 
owner. He cautioned them to wait 
and see before making up their 
minds about someone they did not 
know 

Today, Bannoura has his reward 

— no one knows or cares what he is. 
They like him for who he is and w'hat 
he does. 

Bannoura said when he first came 
to this country, people whom he met 
could not believe that he was reared 
as a Christian 

More Americans than ever today 
because of the Middle East 
prominence in world events are 
aware that many Arabs in Lebanon 
and those living in Israeli-occupied 
lands are members of either the 
Christian and Islam religions 

The Arab-American’s outlook 
towards others is exemplified best 
by himself 

“I attended the Christmas party 
this year at the fire station for little 
children,” he said “When I saw a 
child’s face when he received a 
present, tears came to my eyes.” 

Perhaps that is why Bannoura 
says, “I want to help anyone who 
needs help ”

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The Amateur Photographer 


So you received a camera for Christmas... 


BY BII.1. McNEECE 

I 

This Christmas many of you 
received 35mm cameras and 
became “amateur photographers/’ 
Your 110 or 126 tyro camera has 
been assigned space on the upper 
shelf of your closet. 

But many mysteries must be 
solved before these hew cameras 
become usable 

“But”, you say, “Cheryl and 
Bruce and the clerk at the camera 
store told me all I had to do was 
point and shoot.” 

Well, you may have an automatic 
exposure provision in your camera, 
but you still have to load the film, 


tell (he camera the “speed” of the 
film, focus the lens, and know when 
you want to override the automatic 
exposure system 

Most importantly, its still up to 
you to make photographs worth 
viewing. In the coming weeks I will 
cover these fundamental but 
essential procedures. 

To take photographs it is first 
necessary to put film in the camera 
And. the film must travel through 
the camera. Several years ago a 
friend of mine bought his first 35mm 
camera The manufacturer claimed 
a foolproof “QL” i quick load) 
system. 

My friend loaded the camera and 


spent a weekend ski-mobiling 
around Lake Superior-filling his 
camera with winter-landscape 
masterpieces. 

Gleefully he entered my darkroom 
for the first time, painfully loaded 
his film into a developing tank and 
then developed his roll of black and 
white film. 

The magical moment came when 
he would see his negatives for the 
first time. He didn’t Unfortunately 
the film had never gone through the 
camera I know of only one foolproof 
way to do this seemingly simple but 
frequently botched operation. 

First, open the back of the 
camera An upward tug on the 


rewind knob should cause the back 
to pop open If it doesn't, there may 
lx? another latch on the left side of 
the camera Second, put the film 
cassette into the vacant space under 
the rewind knob Now push the 
rewind knob down Most modern 35 
mm cameras have a little crank 
folded into the rewind knob unfold 
it 

<Now for the part that quarantees 
success every time you load your 
camera). The piece of film 
protruding from the cassette is 
called the leader 

Carefully pull it out an inch or two. 
Invariable there is a small arrow on 
or close to the crank or rewind knob 


Very slowly turn the knob in the 
direction indicated by the arrow 
Continue turning the rewind crank 
until the leader begins to retreat 
back into the cassette Stop 
rewinding and return the crank to its 
resting position. You have taken all 
of the slack out of the cassette 

When the film moves out of the 
cassette the rewind knob will always 
turn In a sense, you will be able to 
see the film move through the 
camera by watching the rewind 
knob turn 

Next draw the leader across the 
shutter and insert the tip into the 
spool on the right side of the camera. 
You’re on your own at this point. 


since camera manufacturers have 
varying systems When the film 
seems to be firmly established on 
the take-up spool, close the camera 
and wind the film while watching the 
rewind knob If it is not turning, re- 
open the camera back and see what 
the problem is. 

Chances are the gear teeth, 
located just to the left of the spool, 
have not engaged the perforations 
along the edges of the film Wind the 
film until the numeral “1“ appears 
in the window next to the w ind lever. 
(Some folks attempt to squeeze a 
few extra frames out of the roll by 
only advancing the film once and 
(Continued on Page A-9)

BARTZ ANIMAL

Winter is a prime time 
for accidental chilling in 
animals. 

Pets that are kept 
indoors are very 
susceptible to cold 
weather. They should 
not be left out in cold 
weather for prolonged, 
periods of time. 

Many dogs can adjust 
to cold weather if 
allowed to become 
accustom to it slowly 
and if they are protected 
with an insulated house 
that faces away from 
the wind. 

Short-haired animals 
are less protected by 
nature and care should 
be taken to provide 
adequate warmth if 
they are left outside. ‘ 

()ne of the first signs 
of low body temperature 
is shivering. 

If the body tem- 
perature continues to 
drop, the shivering will 
stop and the animal will 
appear to be in a coma. 

If your pet is 
shivering and appears 
to be chilled, place it in 
a warm area until the 
shivering stops and your 
pet is acting normally. 
If it has been out in the 
cold for a long time, 
your pet should be 
examined by a 
veterinarian. 

If your pet is in a 
coma or is extremely 
cold, you should seek 
veterinary assistance as 
soon as possible. 

Frostbite can occur 
by the freezing of a 
portion of the body. The 
tail, and legs are the 
first to be affected. 

If frostbite is 
suspected, your pet 
should be taken to be 
examined by a 
veterinarian im- 
mediately. The 
veterinarian will thaw 
the parts frozen and 
treat your pet as 
necessary. If the af- 
fected part is thawed, 
under no circumstances 
should it be allowed to 
be refrozen. 

Freezing and thawing 
can cause more damage 
and it is best to leave the 
thawing process to the 
veterinarian. 

Frostbite can be a 
serious problem and 
requires proper at- 
tention and after care 
Your pet would need to 
be placed on antibiotics 
and the frostbitten area . 
observed for sloughing 
of dead tissues. 

Exposure to cold 
weather can be life 
threatening. Accidents 
can occur and proper 
attention must be given 
to your pet if chilling or 
frostbite is suspected.

mediator in the recent dispute, will 
sponsor a testimonial event 
honoring Wilson, and that the 
college will present a plaque and 
resolution acknowledging Wilson’s 
contributions 

Apart from certain other related 
stipulations, the aforementioned 
terms are largely those which 
enabled the WCCC Board to finalize 
its settlement with Wilson and to 
proceed with its administrative 
affairs with a new president. 

Asked his opinion of the sub- 
sequent actions taken on behalf of 
the college. McCartney, who voted 
to terminate Reginald Wilson, was 
named a defendant by the latter, and 
who voted against the $230,000 
settlement figure, offered his 
comment. 

"I am greatly concerned for the 
well-being of the college from the 
cardinal standpoint of those we 
serve, our students” he said. “The 
impact of the financial settlement is 
to me a staggering thing, in view of 
current cuts in our educational 
appropriations from the State, and 
particularly in light of the public 
perspective of Wayne County 
Community College in recent days. 
Thus is a time which demands the 
vigilance of the Board members and 
those of the administrative staff who 
must decide how our dollars are 
spent ” 

McCartney said the immediate 
need for a long-term view of College 
resources, particularly in view of its 
imminent continuation of its campus 
development, the next phase of 
which will occur in Van Buren 
Township by Fall of this year 

“This is a community college, 
implying a responsibility to all the 
people ol our 500 square mile service 
area. ’ added McCartney. “Our 
regional developments in Taylor and 
in the Detroit-metropolitan area 
have spoken to the commitment 
WC1 has throughout Wayne County. 


Our next major development comes 
with the Western Regional Center, 
scheduled to open in seven months 
time Between now and then it will 
be essential for the college to have a 
coordination of its mission and at- 
titude for delivery of educational 
opportunities. 

McCartney said he felt he had to 
take a conscientious stance with 
regard to recent controversial issues 
lor the institution 

“1 have been less concerned with 
the popularity of my positions, as 
opposed to iheir relation to the 
continuance of WCCC as a viable 
factor in our communities,” Mc- 
Cartney said. “Yes. I voted to ter- 
minate Dr. Wilson in May of last 
year, and yes, I supported another 
candidate in the final selection of 
the college’s new president. In the 
end my peers on the Board enabled a 
majority vote to appoint Richard 
Simmons to that position At this 
lime I am confident that what is 
imperative will be a consonant at- 
titude between the trustees as a body 
and its administrative leader. 

“There is too much at stake to 
allow petty differences to intervene. 
We have a common mission before 
us. which is to serve the populations 
of all areas of Wayne County. As a 
trustee I am optimistic that we will 
hopefully put our disagreements 
behind us and get about the business 
of serving our student body of 2,1,000. 

“Once again. I will repeat my 
previous message to the members of 
the Board and the public at large, 
that vigilance is to be the key; how' 
public and legislatively allocated 
dollars are spent must be deter- 
mined with wisdom and the sen- 
timents that what is good for Wayne 
County Community College is good 
for its students and communities, 
and vice-versa. 

I will continue to exercise this 
heliel in my official capacity, and 
will continue to address our con- 
stituents. the community members, 
on behalf of the public trust.”

(Continued from Page A-7) 
then shooting. This is false economy. 

I stopped this unwise practice when 
some very fine negatives became 
light-streaked.) 

Now you have to tell your camera’s 
metering system the “speed” of the 
film That is. how sensitive to light is 
the film you are using. Most 35mm 


cameras have a round dial on the top 
right-side that is pulled up and 
turned until the proper film speed 
number appears in a little window. 
To discover the film speed simply 
look on the box the film came in or 
on the film cassette — the speed will 
be next to the letters “ASA” or 
“ISO”. 


Japan offers 
students scholarships 


Youth for Understanding (YFU) 
is offering scholarship op- 
portunities for American high 
school students interested in 
spending next summer in Japan. 

Youth for Understanding, one of 
the largest teenage student ex- 
change organizations in the world, 
will award more than $60,000 in 
partial scholarships to qualified 
high school students between the 
ages of 14 and 18. A total of 315 
American high school students will 
be going to Japan through the YFU 
program, leaving home in mid 
June and returning in mid August. 
Youth for Understanding has ex- 
changed more than 80,000 high 
school students since its 
establishment in 1951. 

The scholarships will be awarded 
primarily on the basis of merit, 
although need may be taken into 
account. Among those providing 
funding for the scholarships are the 
Rockefeller Brothers Fund and 
many well-known Japanese com- 
panies including: Toyota, Datsun, 
Mitsubishi Motors, Seiko, Hitachi, 
Nippon Steel, Toshiba, SONY, 
Sanyo, Honda, Pioneer, Kikkoman 
and Minolta 

According to YFU President 
John Richardson, Jr., former U S. 
Assistant Secretary of State for 


Educational and Cultural Affairs, 
the sponsors of the scholarships 
believe that greater understanding 
between Japan and the U S. will 
result from affording young 
Americans the unique opportunity 
to live with Japanese host families 
and to experience Japanese culture 
firsthand. 

Before leaving for Japan, the 
students will attend a three day 
orientation which will introduce 
them to Japanese culture and 
tradition. The program also in- 
cludes expense-paid Fall seminars 
for most participants for three 
years following the summer ex- 
change experience. This -enables 
students to continue to develop 
their understanding and ap- 
preciation of japanese life. 

Youth for Understanding is a 
non-profit educational organization 
dedicated to promoting greater 
international understanding by 
making it possible for young people 
to have an overseas family-living 
experience. Each year the 
organization exchanges about 7.500 
students with 25 countries. 

Interest students should apply 
immediately in order to be con- 
sidered for this special scholarship 
opportunity prior to the February 
15, 1981 deadline.

Kellogg Foundation offers $102,475 


Grant to help local libraries 


The Wayne Oakland Library 
Federa lion (WOLF), w f hose 
members include Belleville, 
Romulus, Wayne- Westland, 
(’anton and Inkster, was in- 
formed recently that it is the 
recipient of a $102,475 graht from 
the W K Kellogg Foundation of 
Battle ( reek 

The announcement w*as made 
by lx?o T Dinnan, Director of the 
65-member public library 
cooperative The grant will be 
used to train librarians in cable 
television programming and to 
test cable television transmission 
of automated library services. 

WOLF is evaluating proposals 
for an automated system, linking 
a common data base of the three 
million books owned by its 


member libraries The location of 
any book will be known im- 
mediately through computer 
terminals located in member 
libraries. Messages will be sent 
on line to transfer materials to 
libraries where readers need 
them 

Part of the Kellogg grant will 
go to utilize cable facilites now 
being installed in the WOLF 
service area for library data 
transmission. A pilot program 
will test the value of access to the 
WOLF data base from specially 
modified television sets located 
in homes, schools and govern- 
ment offices. 

As an incentive for smaller 
libraries to participate in the 
automated system. WOLF plans 


to use $51,000 of the grant to 
partially underwrite entry costs 
for about 17 libraries. The 
remainder of the grant will be 
used to train librarians in cable 
television programming and 
access channel operations The 
training will include internship 
experiences with local cable 
companies 

Dinnan said. “The arrival of 
cable television technology and 
automated library technology in 
our service area is practically 
simultaneous. The Kellogg 
Foundation's assistance will 
enable us to prepare our libraries 
to take full advantage of both.” 

In 1976. the Kellogg Foundation 
awarded WOLF' libraries a grant 
of $167,800 which was used to 


prepare library collection 
records for conversion to 
automated handling 

In 1930, breakfast cereal 
pioneer W K Kellogg con- 
tributed $5 million in personal 
wealth to establish the Kellogg 
Foundation Using income from 
that bequest, the Foundation has 
made grants over the past five 
decades of more than $500 million 
in the areas of health, education 
and agriculture.

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AN P's Ken Peterson retires 

...22 years of newspaper work

He came in when hot type was 
in vogue, watched as newspapers 
went to offset printing and leaves 
just before the laser beam will 
revolutionize the publishing 
business. 

After 22 years of 'arious jobs at 
Associated Newspapers, Inc., 
Ken Peterson became the first 
company employe to retire last 
week. The hard-working, devoted 
worker of Sw edish descent will be 
missed by all who toiled w r ith him 
to publish ANP’s six weekly 
newspapers 

His 5-10, 160-pound frame was a 
virtual bundle of energy as he 
worked behind the scenes in 
running the huge commercial 
camera in the back room of 
Associated’s main office at 35540 
Michigan Avenue in Wayne. ' 

Ken carried his unrelenting 
enthusiasm through his final day 
on the job Dec. 30. “I enjoy my 
work,’’ he said, rushing to finish a 
rush job of burning several 
negatives for a special printing 
order that came in just minutes 
before. 

“There was something dif- 
ferent all the time,” he told his 
interviewer as he continued to 
work furiously. “Always 
something new and challenging.” 
He dipped the negatives into a 
solution, thrust them up to the red 
light in his dark room and shook 
his head. 

Glancing intently at the 
negatives he exclaimed 
hopefully, “Boy, I hope these 
negatives come out all right!” 
And despite a balky dryer that 
didn’t want to w ork, he smiled as 
the negatives finally did turn out 
right. v 

But then, things have usually 
turned out all right for Ken 
Peterson. Even when they didn’t 
look like they would, his dogged 
determination and pioneer spirit 
kept him at it until he overcame 
all obstacles. 

The 62-year-old Peterson 
comes from a sturdy family 
background in northern 
Michigan. Bom in Stombaugh, 
Michigan in Iron Country, about 
50 miles northwest of Iron 
Mountain, his mother was born in 
Sweden and his father was of 
Swedish descent and born in the 
upper penninsula. 

“I remember the deep winter 
snows, the skiing and 
tobogganing as a youngster,” he 
recalls. “Sometimes we’d be 
holed up for a week at a time in 
the winter because of heavy 
snows and impassable roads.” 

Most of all, Ken remembers he 
was sick much of the time as a 
youngster and his mother did 
much to shelter him and do things 
for him. “But she also taught me 
how f to work with my hands and 
instructed me in many of the 
homemaking skills that came in 
handy later in life,” he pointed 
out. 

“My mother taught me how to 


hook rugs and braid rugs and it 
never left me One of my most 
cherished memories is w hen I did 
a hooked rug as a teenager for 
my grandmother She loved the 
rug so much that she placed it on 
the back of a favorite chair and 
never let it lay on the floor ” 

Ken’s brother died at age two, 
leaving seven Peterson children 
— Ken. a brother, and five 
sisters. He came to the Detroit 
area at age 24 and lived with his 
brother in Franklin for two years 
During that time, he worked for 
the city of Birmingham reading 
meters and drawing maps of the 
city for the engineering depart- 
ment. 

His first taste of this area came 
when he worked at Bendix 
Aviation Corporation in Wayne 
during World War II from 1943 to 
the end of the conflict. He toiled 
in a gas station for a couple of 
years before working at Ford 
Motor Company’s starter and 
generator plant in Ypsilanti for 
two years. From 1949 to the fall of 
1958 Peterson worked for the 
Chrysler Briggs Manufacturing 
Company at Mack and St. Jean in 
Detroit. 

Then came the recession of 
1957-58 and Ken, like many 
others, was looking for jobs. “I 
was working on my own, doing 
anything and everything I could 
to make some income,” he ex- 
plained. “Then one day Wes 
Willett (the late father of ANP 
publisher David J. Willett) made 
his usual stop by Chum’s Donut 
Shop when it used to be located by 
St. Mary’s Catholic Church in 
Wayne. My wife, Audrey, worked 
there and Mr. Willett asked her if 
she knew anyone who wanted to 
drive a truck for Associated 
Newspapers. 

“My wife said I would and 
came home and told me about the 
job. 1 drove a truck for 
Associated Newspapers for 10 
years, hauling papers from 
Howell, Mich I delivered the 
Belleville Enterprise and 
Romulus Roman to all stores 
from Ypsilanti to New Boston, 
plus taking the papers to the post 
office to be mailed.” 

In those days, the Eagle 
newspapers were published on 
Wednesdays and Ken would 
make three trips to Howell each 
Wednesday to pick up all the 
newspapers to be delivered. "I 
remember when w f e printed at 
Post Printing, and when we went 
to offset printing, we had the 
printing done in Mason.” 

That was in 1967 — and that’s 
when Ken moved from behind the 
truck steering wheel to learning 
how* to use the big commercial 
camera. “When they went offset, 
that’s when I learned to use the 
commercial camera to shoot 
newspaper negatives. I learned 
from scratch — all about 
screening the pictures and 
shooting line shots for ad make- 
up. 

“Hank Sword sold us the

active in SEMCOG ‘in no way 
diminishes the posture and the need 
for regional planning We stand 
ready to assist and support your 
activities in all other means 
available to us ” 

When SEMCOG was in dire 
financial distress in 1971, leadership 
by then W F ayne County Chairman 
Robert Fitzpatrick, cooperating 
with Chairman William L (Larry) 
Mainland of Oakland County, and 
Mel Ravitz, then President of the 
Detroit City Council, devised a 
formula for dues-sharing that 
salvaged the sinking SEMCOG 

Under that formula, member 
counties and communities pay dues 
according to a sliding scale based on 
the current State Equalized 
Valuation, with counties which are 
members guaranteering the total 
funding under the formula 

In 1972, only 28 of Wayne County’s 
43 communities participated, and 
the County paid $145,0% of the 
$199,546 in dues provided by W r ayne 
County governmental jurisdictions. 

In the seven Years (1972-79), the 
County of Wayne provided a total of 
$1,171,003 to SEMCOG, while 
communities within Wayne County 
provided $538,352. 

The number of local com- 


munities within Wayne County 
participating in SEMCOG increased 
from 28 in 1972 to 39 in 1979 when the 
County's contribution was $139,151 
and communities provided $82,890 
Dues paid SEMCOG by all member 
counties and communities in the 
seven-county region, in 1979 totaled 
$503,000. 

W'ayne County has five votes on 
the 41-member SEMCOG Executive 
Committee and General Assembly. 

A special committee authorized by 
the SEMCOG Executive Committee 
is scheduled to meet in January to 
consider the status of Wayne County 
in the SEMCOG framework. 

During recent years, the County of 
Wayne’s financial crunch has forced 
the County to stop contributions to 
several other organizations These 
include the Metropolitan Detroit 
Convention and Visitors Bureau 
($54,000). the Southeast Michigan 
travel and Tourists Association 
($5,000), the Comprehensive Health 
Planning Council of Southeast 
Michigan ($25,420). and the Wayne 
County Child Care Coordination 
Council ($14,400) 

Turner's letter to Glusac followed

Just out of curiosity, I kept track of postage stamps people used in 
mailing us holiday cards this year, interested to see how many bothered 
to purchase the special Christmas issues. 

Surprisingly, half of what we received were stamped with a mish- 
mash of 13-centers, with one-fourth opting for the religious series and 
the final quarter with the so-called “toy” stamp. 


We’ve ail heard it used and some of us have even incorporated it into 
our own everyday usage but - how many of you know where the old 
expression “eat humble pie” originated? 

When you eat “humble pie”, you’re not only apologizing but also 
making amends for your oversight. 

The expression goes all the way back to the time of William the 
Conqueror. It originally was “umble pie”. Umbles were the edible inner 
organs of a deer. While the nobles dined on venison, the servants and 
huntsmen made do with a pie made of umbles. 

So - “eating humble pie” became a sign of inferiority. 


What a GOOD book! That’s what I predict you’ll say as you reluc- 
tantly close the covers on “Kane & Abel”, a vivid portrayal of two men, 
bom on the same day in 1906, and under such diverse conditions that it’s 
unimaginable their paths will ever cross. 

For William Lowell Kane is a descendant of the Lowells and Cabots, a 
Boston Brahmin and a member of an old and respected banking family. 
Abel, discovered newborn in a Polish forest, is adopted by a peasant 
trapper’s family and given the name of Wladek Koskiewicz. But fate 
intervenes and as a lad he is soon taken in by the wealthy Baron 
Rosnovski as a companion and competitor for his son. 

Kane is bright, worldly and industrious and soon becomes a 
millionaire financier consumed by ambition and determination to 
surpass the financial feats of his father. With his corporate strategy and 
no nonsense attitude polished at Harvard, he becomes a director of his 
father’s bank. And, eventually, he marries a beautiful socialite who 
provides just the right touch of social grace he’d not found necessary in 
his younger days. 

Abel possesses all Kane’s attributes except for opportunity. And 
though the Baron eventually makes him his heir as he lies dying in the 
dungeon of his palace which has been ruthlessly confiscated by the 
Russians, Abel spends his youth cunningly and courageously battling 
for survival in the prison camps of Siberia and in the unknown streets of 
Odessa. Finally escaping to America, he re-names himself Abel 
Rosnovski, and begins a classic immigrant’s rags-to-riches life. Star- 
ting as a waiter at the Plaza, going to night school, getting his first 
break, he makes up for his early life of deprivation and becomes the 
head of a vast hotel empire. 

How the two men come to set their goals in life on destroying each 
other, without ever meeting, is the core of Jeffrey Archer’s tale of 
power, jealousy and terrible revenge. Surrounded by a host of people 
who both befriend and deceive them, Kane and Abel through a series of 
events, develop a personal hatred for each other which ultimately cuts 
them apart from their close-knit families and which shatters their 
reputations in the country. 

I found myself taking sides constantly, first pulling for one and then 
the other while fully realizing they had ruined each others’ lives 
needlessly and foolishly. With his characters richly drawn and his 
situations excitingly depicted, Archer writes a powerful tale and does 
so, surprisingly, without offensive language or today’s penchant for the 
boudoir 

I hated to see “Kane & Abel” end

McCartney was right 
to vote 'no' 

James McCartney, who serves this area’s interest on the 
Wayne County Community College’s Board of Trustees, should be 
applauded for his stance and vote against the disposed WC3 ex- 
chief’s exorbitant list of demands. 

Dr. Reginald Wilson asked for and received a lucrative set- 
tlement, including a hefty $230,000 from the college officials, for 
dropping all charges and litigation against the college and the 
trustees.

With McCartney and 
Michael Murray casting 
“no” votes, Dr. Wilson 
gained five votes to pass his 
“agreement” which he hopes 
will vindicate him and erase 
the recent flurry of con- 
troversy and dialogue from 
the records.

Water increases 
coming your way 

Better get ready for the next round of sewerage and water rate 
increases, folks. 

Area households will be forced to fork over more of their 
paycheck to the local municipalities — if they haven’t already — 
to meet the ever-increasing, never-ending demands by the sup- 
plier, Detroit, 

Detroit, if you will recall, was forced by Chief Federal Judge 
John Feikens to raise its rates in order to comply with an En- 
vironmental Protection Agency mandate that it renovate its 
sewarage plant. The ERA has found that Detroit is one of the 
largest polluters of our lakes. 

And, in order to receive matching federal funds, Detroit must 
come up with its share of monies. And since Detroit serves 76 
communities, including most of the communities in this area, 
local governments have been forced to ask their residents to pay 
more for the service. 

Some townships and municipalities will absorb some of the 
increases and pass on part of the proposed increase to the 
residents. Belleville and Sumpter have agreed to digest all of the 
current increases; however, don’t expect them to do that forever. 

Another problem is that Detroit has more than $17 million in 
outstanding water bills. 

Pressure should be placed on Detroit to collect its bills. 

And it also would be in your best interest to attend public 
hearings that your township or municipality holds, to learn just 
how your elected official decides to resolve this touchy issue.

A reply to TV's Bill Bonds 


The City of Romulus has been the subject of, and 
to, considerable ridicule by the communication 
media; most specifically, in a commentary aired 
on November 14, 1980 by the noted and respect 
reporter Mr. William (Bill) Bonds. 

The City of Romulus is a mid-sized community 
which admittedly has its share of financial dif- 
ficulties, not unlike most governmental entities 
today; not-withstanding those difficulties, 
however, the people of this community are hard- 
working and proud of the community in which they 
live (a pride that is reflected by their govern- 
mental officials) and subsequently, forego many 
public services, needed and desired, so as to meet 
their obligations, contrary to the text of Mr. Bonds 
commentary. 

Mr. Bonds’ commentary dealt with a long 
standing dispute between the City of Romulus and 
the County of Wayne over payment for law en- 
forcement services, which the City has contracted 
from the County. It was alleged by Mr Bonds that 
theCity of Romulus was utilizing he tax dollars of 
the citizens of the County at large to defray the 
cost of its police services. 

The Mayor and City Council of the City of 
Romulus are appalled by this atrocious distor- 
tion of the facts and on behalf of the very proud 
citizens of our community call your attention to 
the following: 

On February 14, 1978, William M. Oakley, 
Mayor of the City of Romulus, after considerable 
deliberation with County Officials brought to the 
Romulus City Council an agreement between the 
City and the County to resolve this long-standing 
dispute The City Council by its Resolution 78-061, 
and I quote “Motion by Raspberry, supported by 
McAnally, to concur with the memorandum of 
agreement by and between the City of Romulus 
and the County of Wayne, Michigan, in the total 
amount of One Million Seventy Six Thousand Two 
Hundred Thirty Nine Dollars and Fifteen Cents 
($1,076,239.15), as recommended by the Mayor. 
Roll call vote showing: Ayes - Carter, Cantrell, 
McAnally, Raspberry, Block, Banks. Nays - None. 
Motion carried unanimously, concurred with the 
recommendation of the Mayor to approve same; 
thereby, eliminating all grounds for dispute or so 


it was believed by the Officials of Romulus (see 
attached ) . 

This agreement provided that the City of 
Romulus owed the County of Wayne One Million 
Seventy Six Thousand Two Hundred Thirty Nine 
Dollars and Fifteen Cents ($1,076,239.15), which, 
when paid would eliminate all outstanding 
financial obligations through December 31, 1977. 

The record will show that the City of Romulus 
has complied in totality with the commitments 
made in this agreement, making to the County of 
Wayne payment of One Million Seventy Six 
Thousand Two Hundred Thirty Nine Dollars and 
Fifteen Cents ($1,076,239 15) in full, as provided in 
the contract. Further, the City has continued to 
make with few exceptions, as provided in the 
original contract, monthly payments as billed by 
the County. 

The citizens of the City of Romulus recognize 
that they must be accountable for their actions 
and certainly the actions of their officials and 
stand ready to accept this responsibility. We 
implore our neighbors and friends to be equally 
responsible, and in this case the noted and 
respected William (Bill) Bonds. Recognizing Mr. 
Bonds fine record for informing the public we rest 
assured that he will find time to devote and equal 
amount of prime time to correcting the injustice 
the fine citizens of Romulus experienced.

Legislature 
also taking 
it on chin

All the recent grim news about Michigan’s bleak 
financial situation and the severe cutbacks which 
are necessary in all areas of the 1980-81 state 
budget have prompted some people to ask if the 
Legislature itself is feeling the budgetary squeeze 
and cutting back on its own spending 
The answer is that the Legislature is taking it on 
the chin just like everybody else and is doing 
everything it can to cut expenses and save money 
Even a casual look at the cost containment 
measures we have imposed provides some very 
convincing evidence that Michigan’s legislators 
are dead serious about tightening their belts to 
save the state some money 
It must be kept in mind that the legislative 
budget is small when compared to the total state 
operating budget, less than one half of one per- 
cent but we realize that it is important to cut back 


wherever possible and we are doing so 

Over all, the $40 9 million proposed legislative 
budget for the 1980-81 fiscal year is down 12.6 
percent from last year’s budget. 

Focusing on the Senate, let’s take a close-up look 
at the kind of cost containment measures and 
budget cutbacks that have been imposed since 
October. 

In state Senate staff travel has been completely 
cut out for the period between November 1, 1980 
and March 31, 1981 and Senators have been 
requested to keep in-state travel to an absolute 
minimum Furthermore, no out-of-state travel 
will be allowed unless there is a clear likelihood 
that it will bring federal funds to Michigan 

In addition, no printing of any publication w ill be 
permitted between November 1 and March 31. 
1981 Also, no mass mailings will be allowed 
during that period 

Another important cost cutting measure put into 
effect is the postponement of all repairs, 


publications, equipment and supply requests until 
at least January 1, unless absolutely necessary 

And, no new' employees will be hired until at 
least January 1 and no part-time employees will 
be given a pay increase until at least January l. 

In addition to those money-saving regulations, 
longevity bonuses for Senate employees may not 
be paid this year Furthermore. I anticipate that 
there will be layoffs in the Senate and that there 
will be additional restrictions on legislative ac- 
tivities. 

I am hopeful that Michigan’s economic picture 
will brighten as 1981 gets underway, but until it 
does Michigan residents can be assured that their 
State Senate will continue to do everything 
possible to cut costs and will continue to look for 
additional money saving ideas With state budget 
revenues drastically decreased as a result of the 
slump in Michigan’s automobile industry, it is 
more important than ever to make every budget 
dollar stretch as far as possible.

The shell of a multi-million dollar 
building is standing on 1-275 at Haggerty 
and Tyler Roads, on a tree-lined 80-acre 
site in Van Buren Township. 

The $14 million educational building 
belongs to the Wayne County Community 
College network of schools; and 
someday, after all of the controversy 
about its now disposed ex-president, 
Reginald Wilson, is over, the building will 
be completed. 

Dr Wilson was fired by the WCCC 
(better known as WC3) board of trustees, 
who subsequently got invloved in a $9 
million lawsuit filed by the ex-president. 
The beligerently contemptuous Dr. 
Wilson, however, apparently had the last 
laugh 

The WC3 board agreed to pay off the 
ex-head of the college with a hefty 
$230,000, as explained in a “Memoran- 
dum of Agreement,” “to be payment for 
general or compensatory damages for 
injuries to my (Dr. Wilson’s) reputation 
and health, invasion of my personal 
rights to privacy, defamation of my 
character, and personal injuries . etc. 
etc. and etc. (The etc.’s are this 
writer’s). 

The great detachment also stipulates 
that “within 60 days of the effective date 
of settlement, New Detroit, Inc. will 
sponsor an event honoring Dr. Wilson, 
and Wayne County Community College 
will present at that event a plaque and 
resolution acknowledging Dr. Wilson’s 
contributions to the College.” 

Before the bilious Dr. Wilson aims his 
darts at The Other Side of the Meridian, 
let it be made clear that we also 
acknowledge his great contributions to 
the college. He took a fledgling 
educational institution that was losing 
monies hands over fist, and made a 
success out of it. 

Nearly bankrupt. Dr. Wilson sum- 
moned to his side some of the financial 
wizards in the state and, with their help, 
lifted the school out of its dismal position. 
His work was greatly appreciated, I’m 
sure. 

But isn’t that why a person or persons 
are hired - to do a job? Isn’t that why 
they are paid 9 And wouldn’t you think 
intelligent people would understand this 
simple observation? 

Prima donnas become vulnerable when 
they ask for more for themselves and 
give less to the people whom they serve. 

James McCartney of Westland, who 
serves this area’s interests on the WC3 
board says: 

“The termination of Dr. Wilson was the 
first the major surgery of regaining the 
stature that our community college . is 
worthy of. We tried to resolve our 
problems with an interim president 
without a great deal of success. 

“Hopefully with the lawsuit now behind 
us and a new president in position, »ve can 
move in a positive manner and get on 
with the business of education.” 

Has the Wilson controversy hurt the 
college’s image? 

“I would think so,” McCartney said. 
“After all. the students and their parents 
see all of this detrimental material about 
the college in the newspapers, and hear 
the controversy on TV and radio. They’re 
bound to ask themselves if it’s w'orth 
sending their children to the college.” 

But McCartney is quick to point out 
that “any institution that has 20,000 plus 
students and is one of the largest urban 
community colleges in the country will 
constantly face challenges, simply by the 
very nature of the institution.” 

It should also be made clear that 
McCartney and his colleague, Michael 
Murray, were the only two (of seven) 
trustees who didn’t agree to Dr Wilson’s 
backmail 

In the meantime, the trustees agreed to 
repalce their interim president. They 
named for their inspirational figure, Dr. 
Richard Simmons. 

And let’s hope that the dirt and the 
mud which has been tossed around for 
the past few months will be used to plant 
the seeds of knowledge and culture in- 
stead of venom.

Even though I had not taken a 
direct part in the unfolding true 
story of people pitching in to help 
an under privileged boy, I still 
bathed in the glow of the thoughtful 
deed. In fact, it warmed my heart 
and demonstrated once again the 
true meaning of Christmas. 

But New Year’s Day was just a 
week away Within a few* days we 
once again see the other face of

My wife and 1 sat down in the 
booth by the window* in a large 
restaurant in Garden City. It could 
have been any restaurant in any 
city. The clock on Ihe wall showed 
it was nearly one-thirty in the 
afternoon.

It was New Year’s Day. Several 
inches of snow covered the ground 
and patrons, shunning home-cooked 
meals, thronged the restaurant for 
a holiday meal.

'Popeye' entertains with superb acting, special effects

It’s open season on 
producers and direc- 
tors, from a critics point 
of view. Dino (“Flash 
Gordon”) DeLaurentis, 
Mike ("Heaven’s 
Gate”.! Cimino, Robert 
Altman and Bob Evans* 
(“Popeye”) have all 
been hammered by the 
press for their sup- 


posedly extravagant 
and egotistical film- 
work. 

Unfortunately, the 
critics have spent more 
time chipping away at 
the director-producer 
personalities, rather 
than telling their 
readers whether these 
movies are worth 
patronizing at $4 a head. 
"Popeye” is a case in 
point. 

Robert Altman really 
hasn’t had a successful 
Film since “M-A-S-H,” 
while Evans’ career has 
taken a nose dive since 
“Players” bombed at 
the box-office and his 
unfortunate encounter 
with the law regarding 


drugs. 

Altman and Evans 
teamed up to produce 
this big-screen adap- 
tation of the popular 
comic strip, and despite 
the criticisms, 
"Popeye” is not a bad 
movie at all. 

It’s true that Altman- 
Evans have never 
worked within the 
framework of this film 
genre before, and there 


are times when the 
scripting details some of 
those shortcomings. But 
Messrs. Altman and 
Evans should be 
commended for coaxing 
magnificent per- 
formances out of the 
principal characters. 

“Popeye/’ as por- 
trayed by Robin 
Williams, sheds his 
Morkan’ image to give 
the audience an ac- 


curate picture of the 
rugged, but com- 
passionate sailor who 
searches for his long 
lost father in a seaside 
village called 
Sweethaven. Robin has 
mastered all of 
Popeye’s tonal and 
facial mannerisms. 

• DuvaH, of whom I 
have never been a big 
fan of before, reversed 
my opinion by ex- 
ploiting Olive Oyl’s 
machinations to the 
limit. Everything about 
her is Olive Oyl. 

Paul Smith makes a 
convincing Bluto 
although he could have 
been given a bit more 
substance. 


And who is this 
Wesley Ivan Hurt 
portraying the baby 
Swee’ Pea? He’s got to 
be the cutest and most 
cerebral baby to hit the 
big-screen in a long, 
long time. (Actually, 
Wesley is Robert Alt- 
man’s grandchild.) 

I’m not saying 
“Popeye” is a great 
Film because it isn’t. 
The picture suffers from 
an occasional lapse of 
script lag while the 
music could have been a 
bit more endearing. But 
“Popeye” does have 
superb acting, nice 
special effects and tries 
very hard to entertain 
you. 


Formula' questions oil profits

It wasn’t easy to coax 
Marlon Brando out of 
cinematic retirement. 
So what is it about “The 
Formula” that piqued 
Brando’s interest? 


According to Steve 
Siagan. the author of 
the best-selling novel 
;ind the film’s producer, 
Brando told him he felt 
that, “this world has 
been run and 
manipulated by a bunch 
of cartelists since the 
Industrial Revolution 
And if this movie leaves 
people thinking — fine.” 

Mind you, the oil 
companies are already 
up in arms about this 
picture which intimates 
that the American oil 
companies have been 


privy to a "Formula” 
which could produce an 
abundance of oil and gas 
at costs lx* low that of 
OPEC since 1945. 

This compelling tale 
d international intrigue 
stars George C. Scott as 
detective Barney Craine 
whose assignment to a 
murder case leads him 
to the Formula. It also 
headlines Marlon 
Brando as an Armand 
Hammer type oil big- 
wig. Adam Steiffel. and 
Marthe Keller as a 
reluctant, but duty- 


bound terrorist. 

“The Formula” is one 
of those films that asks 
of its audience to think 
hard as the story un 
lolds bit-by-bit George 
(’. Scott tries to piece 
together the puzzle that 
surrounds “The For- 
mula.” and as he en- 
counters one bizarre 
event after another, he 
becomes obsessed with 
discovering who is 
manipulating this global 
chess game. 

The final showdown 
between Scott and the 


brains behind-the-plot 
will probably become a 
screen classic. 

At times, you will find 
“The Formula” a bit 
confusing, but never- 
theless, it is topical and 
thought provoking. 
Shagan. who had a 
falling out with John 
Avildsen, the film’s 
director, over the 
editing process, admits 
that he is happy with the 
final print, but that it 
could have been even 
more inflammatory. 

“The Formula” does 


not mention any oil 
company by name, nor 
does it name the 
terrorist organization 
involved in the plot 
(Shagan claimed! hat he 
had every intention of 
labeling the group 
i PLO ). but MGM 
wanted no problems). 

“The Formula" 
should also be seen for 
its powerful per- 
formances and the 
question that it poses — 
Are we being used as 
pawns in a global plot to 
, maximize oil profits?

until at least March 1981. 

“As local talent goes, the Dittilies 
draw Ix'lter consistently than any 
other group we’ve worked with.” 
said (’enter Stage manager Glenn 
Peacock “They have set altendcnce 
records for local talent They even 
draw consistently better than the 
national acts.”

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Sound?

Frankie Lamarr-'Showbiz' b-w 'Kids' 



Frankie LaMarr is a familiar face on 
the Detroit music scene, although not 
familiar enough as of late. As a cor- 
nerstone in the quasi-legendary Kurb- 
stone Beauteaze a few years back, 
LaMarr immediately became a guitar 
force to be reckoned with in the area, and 
in spite of paying some heavy dues as a 
member of Sirious Trixon’s Motor City 
Badboys for awhilf, he’s back now and 
seemingly as good as ever. 

The “A” side (or, as it’s called on the 
record jacket “Side Rock,” as opposed to 
the flip, which is of course “Side Roll”) is 
basically a one man tour de force, with 
Frankie playing everything but the 
drums, which are provided by the Tor- 
pedoes’ Ralph Serafino. 

It’ll rock your socks off (so be careful 
not to catch cold), and if you’ve ever 
imagined that your pot of gold lies with 
fame and fortune, then you’ll no doubt be 
able to identify with LaMarr’s bountiful 
wish: 

“People say ‘Kid, you’ll be a star - Just 
leave it up to us’ - Well, that’s the way I 
want it to be - ‘Cause fame is so volup- 
tuous.” 

Reminiscent in a way of old Alice 
Cooper (a la’ “Be My Lover”), the 
nimWe riff is sprinkled with some 
remarkably tasteful lead work, with the 
vocal sounding better than I had 
remembered him as sounding. After all, 
Frankie LaMarr is, first and foremost, a 
guitarist, and while he’s not a bad singer, 
it certainly isn’t his forte’. 

Personally, I like the flip, “Kidz,” 
better though. It’s irresistable rhythm 
guitar playing carried the song all by 
itself, although it doesn’t need to, because 
this is where Frankie’s lyrical wit comes 
into play. As good a teen anthem of 
defiance as I’ve heard in years, this is 
excellent good-time, “nayaah nayaah!” 
type stuff that is lots of fun. Check it out: 

Mom and Dad say that we ' re all lazy 
My Mom and Dad, they say that we ’re all crazy 
They say they raised us to be good 
But now they say they 'd shoot us 
if they could 

You know we love to play our records loud 
We love it when our parents have to shout 
For years they ’ve tried to get us to move out 
But we ’re the Kids, and thats what we ’re all about. 

No doubt about it, Frankie LaMarr has 
no lack of talent, when it comes to playing 
guitar, and his songwriting is simply 
superb, laced with hooks that are 
guaranteed lethal. But while his vocals 
are passable, I think that what he needs 
to go all the way is a good band behind 
him to free him from the vocal chores. 

"Showbiz b-w "Kids" Is a locally 
released single . Most record stores have 
a separate section for homespun talent, 
but If you have trouble locating them,

Tackleshops in the area will soon be 
beseiged with a plethora of new items 
for the 1981 fishing season. Some will be 
worthwhile, and some won’t even rate a 
second glance. 

Among the most worthwhile of new 
fishing lures, in my opinion, is the new 
“Bullcat" series of crankbaits produced 
by Crankbait Corporation, ot Beach- 
wood, Ohio. 

A trend started a few- years ago in the 
bass tackle industry to manufacture 
lures with lifelike finishes. Crankbait 
Corporation was among the first to 
come out with a realistic “natural 
pattern — but their lures also featured 
natural shapes. . 

Their new Bullcat line of lures include 
channel cat, bullhead, stonecat and 
bullcat patterns. The high visibility 
print patterns were designed as com- 
posites so the lures would De effective in 
any waters where these species exist. 

Crankbait Corporation’s research over 
the past two years has uncovered a 
population of bass in farm ponds, pay 
lakes, oxbow lakes, strip pits, city 


reservoirs, rivers and even in city park 
lakes where stomach content samples 
included a high percentage of catfish 
and bullheads. They found out that 
farmers could not stock catfish in ponds 
with established bass populations 
because of the high predation rate on 
the newly-planted fish.

parent fish. The best way to catch 
largemouth and smallmouth bass in 
these lakes at this time has been to 
swim a black jig around these clouds of 
fish. Occasionally, you can spy a bass 
busting these schools feeding on the 
fingerling bullheads. 

It’s not unusual to hook and land a 
bass and, while you’re removing the 
hook, have two or three baby bullheads 
pop out of the bass’ mouth! 

These new Bullcat lures, particularly 
the yellow-and-green bullhead pattern, 
should be dynamite after the bullheads 
spawn in Belleville and Ford Lakes. 
Tiger muskies and walleyes should also 
be vulnerable. Crankbait Corporation 
recommends fishing these lures in late 
evening, at night and during tadpole 
hatches in ponds. I can also foresee 
much success trolling with these lures 
for walleyes in the Detroit River, and 
casting for smallmouth in the Huron 
River. 

These tough, foam-bodied, clear- 
lipped lures imitate the wide 
displacement swimming action of the 
bullhead, but also retain the critical 
high-speed capability and vibration of a 
modern crankbait. Rattle-free sound 
should produce fish even in dingy water 
with a slow retrieve. 

Bullcat lures should soon be on the 
shelves of local tackleshops. For more 
information, write to Crankbait Cor- 
poration, 23500 Mercantile Road, 
Beachwood. Ohio 44122.

“i’ve never heard of a camera (TV camera) going into the 
coaches’ box like that,” Carr continued, ‘‘but when the game was 
over my wife told me that I was on TV. And I knew I was in 
trouble.” 


Trouble? Not really. What coach wouldn’t get angry at that sort 
of call? 

Although it was Carr’s first trip to the Rose Bowl, it w r asn’t his 
first bowl game. In 1966 he quarterbacked the University of 
Missouri to the Sugar Bowl where they beat the University of 
Florida, 20-18. 


Lloyd didn’t see action in that finale, however. He was sidelined 
the week before with an injury incurred in the Oklahoma game. 

Carr was instrumental in creating the powerhouses at Westland 
John Glenn High School during the 1974, ‘75 and 76 seasons. In 1975 
as head coach he led the Westlanders to an 8-1 season. The Rockets’ 
lone loss was to Livonia Franklin that year, and Franklin wound up 
as the inaugural Class A state champion. 

He left Glenn to coach at Eastern Michigan and, after two 
seasons, was hired as an assistant coach at the University of 
Dlinois. Bo grabbed him from there.

Belleville will soon have a new medical facility to 
serve the needs of its residents and those of the 
immediate area. 

Dr. Masroor Ali, who has operated a medical 
clinic at 265 Main St. for more than a year, will 
expand his quarters with a north and a south ad- 
dition. 

The north addition will increase the size of the 
waiting room and reception area, while the south 
addition will house the new laboratory and X-ray 
and physical therapy rooms. 

According to Michael A. Alfaro of Mitchell Alfaro 
Associates. Inc. of Detroit, architects on the ex- 
pansion project, the current facilities will be in-

CHAPTER IV 
ARTICLE 1.47 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER IV, ARTICLE 1, OF THE OF 
FICIAL ZONING ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF ROMULUS BY 
AMENDING SECTION 2.01 (DEFINITIONS) AND BY AMENDING 
SECTION 14.03 (PERMITTED USES AFTER SPECIAL APPROVAL). 
WHEREAS : The City of Romulus deems it in the best interest of the City and 
its citizens to amend the Official Zoning Ordinance of the City of Romulus 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SECTION I. SHORT TITLE: Adult Entertainment 
SECTION II. Chapter IV, Article 1, Section 2.01, is hereby amended by the 
addition of Subsection (b.l.), (b.2.) and (w.i.). 

b. l. ADULT BOOKSTORE: An adult bookstore is an establishment having 
as a substantial or significant portion of its stock in trade, books, magazines, 
and other periodicals which are distinguished or characterized by their 
emphasis on matter depicting, describing or relating to “Specified Sexual 
Activities’’ or “Anatomical Areas” (as describing or relating to “Specified 
Sexual Activities” or an establishment with a segment or section devoted to 
the sale or display of such material. 

b 2. ADULT MOTION PICTURE THEATER: An adult, motion picture 
theater is an enclosed building or open site used for presenting motion 
pictures distinguished or “Specified Sexual Activities” or “Anatomical 
Areas’’ (as described below), for observation by patrons therein. “Specified 
Sexual Activities” for the purpose of this section is described as follows: 

(1) Human genitals in a state of sexual stimulation or arousal ; 

(2) Acts of human masturbation, sexual intercourse or sodomy ; 

(3) Fondling or other erotic touching of human genitals, pubic region 
buttock, or female breast. 

And “Anatomical Areas” are defined as follows: 

(4) Less than completely and opaquely covered: human genitals, pubic 
regions, buttock, or female breast below a point immediately above the top 
of the areola; and 

(5) Human male genitals in a discemibly turgid state, even if completely 
and opaquely covered. 

w.l. CABARET. A cabaret is an establishment which permits topless and- 
or bottomless dancers, go-go dancers, strippers, exotic dancers, male or 
female impersonators, or similar entertainers. 

SECTION III. Chapter IV, Article 1, Section 14.03, is hereby amended by the 
addition of Subsection (c). 

c. Adult bookstores, adult motion picture theaters, cabarets, or massage 
parlors, are subject to the following restrictions: 

1. Not more than two (2) of the above named uses shall be permitted within 
one thousand (1,000) feet of each other so that concentration of these uses 
will be discouraged. 

2. It shall be determined that the use shall not have the effect of adversely 
changing the character of the commercial district and-or deterring im- 
provement or development of properties in the proximity *which provide 
community-wide goods and services. 

SECTION IV. CONFLICTING PROVISIONS REPEALED: Should any 
section, clause or provision of this ordinance be declared by the Court to be 
invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of this ordinance as a whole or 
any part thereof, other than the part so declared to be invalid. 

SECTION V. VIOLATIONS AND PENALTIES: Any person, persons, firm 
or corporation, or anyone acting in behalf of said person, persons, firm or 
corporation, who shall violate any of the provisions of this Ordinance, or who 
fails to comply with any of the regulatory measures or conditions adopted 
pursuant hereto, shall upon conviction thereof be subject to a fine of not 
more than Five Hundred ($500.00) dollars and the costs of prosecution or, in 
default of the payment thereof, by imprisonment in the County Jail for a 
period not to exceed ninety days, or by both such fine and imprisonment in 
the discretion of the Court. The imposition of any sentence shall not exempt 
theoffender from compliance with the requirement of this ordinance. 
SECTION VI. EFFECTIVE DATE: This ordinance shall take immediate 
effect upon publication in the official newspaper.

Carter said he imagined no 
problem with commissioners ac- 
cepting the raise and applying it to 
non-profit causes if they choose He 
pointed out too that members of the 
Detroit City Council and 
Legislature were recently given 
raises which some have said they 
will not accept 

Immediately after the meeting, 
Commissioner Paul G. Citkowski, 
also from Detroit, sent a letter to 
the County Corporation Counsel 
asking for a legal opinion and 
procedure to follow” for return of 
the money to the general fund “I 
definitely will not accept the 
money,” he stated 

Emphasizing that he has no other 
income or outside activity that is 


more important, Citkowski added. 
“Not that I couldn’t use the $1500

am the only Commissioner with 
bodyguards-my creditors don’t 
want anything to happen to me."
